cular saw Friday afternoon in such 
a manner that both legs were sev ered 
from his body, died of his injuries 
about three hours after the accident. 
The unfortunate man 
suffered 
in­ 
tense agony from bis horrible in ju r­ 
ies, and was in a weakened condition 
from the lass of blood. 
Mr. Grapev ine has erected a small 
saw mill upon his farm in Scott coun­ 
ty, four miles east of Crothersv ille, 
and was sawing some timber to be 
used in remodeling his home. 
He 
had hauled 
sev eral 
logs from the 
neighboring woods, and with the a s ­ 
sistance of two friends had started 
to saw them into boards. 
He was in­ 
experienced in this line of work and 
was not accustomed to working with 
machinery. 
About one o’clock in the afternoon 
he started to place a belt on a pulley, 
while the engine was running, and in 
some m anner was caught in the belt­ 
ing and drawn under the saw. 
Both 
legs were sev ered from his body, one 
arm was broken and he was o ther­ 
wise cut and bruised about the body. 
In his mangled condition he was c a r ­ 
ried to his home by the men who were 
working with him, but on account of 
the great loss of blood was in a 
weakened 
condition 
and 
suffered 
great pain. 
An immediate effort to 
secure medical attention was made 
hut this was delayed for some time 
a s he liv ed sev eral miles from a phy­ 
sician. 
The unfortunate man was forty- 
fiv e v ears of age ami was unmarried.

attracting 
world wide attention. 
Marked prog- 
! ress has been made in this art during 
the past year, 
its possible influence 
upon the art of war is much discussed 
among military authorities the world 
over. Recently in Berlin and Paris op­ 
portunity was afforded me to witness 
aviation tests that were being made 
1 there by the military , and I was im­ 
pressed with tlie interest and activity 
displayed in the development of this 
new art with special reference to its 
possibilities for use in the military 
service. 
“Information from abroad indicates 
that at the present time Germany pos­ 
sesses fourteen military dirigible air­ 
ships and a number of aeroplanes and 
France seven military dirigible air­ 
ships and thirty aeroplanes. 
“Late 
information 
received 
from 
France indicates that the French gov­ 
ernment has recently ordered eleven 
new dirigibles of different dimensions, 
whose delivery will take place at dif­ 
ferent times within the next twelve 
months. 
“The following is an extract from a 
report of an officer of 
the 
United 
States army on the autumn maneuvers 
of the French army from Sept. 15 to 
Sept. 18, 19 10: 
“ But the most striking thing was 
the aeroplane. The French have made 
wonderful progress in this respect. 
I 
saw Lieutenant Bellenger in his mono­ 
plane rise right out of a wheat stub­ 
ble field. 
The biplanes and mono­ 
planes were everywhere. 
They trav­ 
eled with great speed and must have 
seen everything except 
where 
the 
troops 
could 
he 
concealed 
in the 
woods. 
An efficient aeroplane corps 
is certainly Indispensable to an army. 
“The United States, which was the 
first nation officially to recognize the 
aeroplane for military purposes and 
which conducted at Fort Myer in 19 08 
the first public flight of a heavier than 
air machine, has since that date made 
no addition to its aeronautical equip­ 
ment which at present consists of one 
small practice dirigible balloon, one 
Wright aeroplane and three small cap­ 
tive balloons. 
“ It is contended by some that diri­ 
gible balloons and airships will at best 
prove to tie of doubtful utility in war­ 
fare. 
The fart remains that all Eu­ 
ropean first-class powers are devoting 
a great deal of attention to the sub­ 
ject of military aeronautics and are 
displaying marked activity in the de­ 
velopment and supply of both the diri­ 
gible and the aeroplane for war pur-

Several Local Peop le Have Fig ured 


Center of Pop ulation May 


Be in This County. 


NO 
OFFICIAL 
REPORT 
MADE 


After Census is Comp leted The De­ 


p artment Will Beg in to Locate 


The Place. 


As tin* official census of the United 
States is almost tabulated and will 
soon be announced, there is much 
speculation as to where the center 
of population will be located during 
the next ten years. 
Sev eral persons 
here who hav e g iv en this question 
some attention are of the opinion 
that it may land in Jackson county, 
althoug h the reports from Columbus 
say that it is expected that the “spot" 
will g o north and west. 
At the p res­ 
ent time it is located in Bartholomew 
county near Columbus. 
The g reat g ains in population made 
in the south and west during the past 
ten 
y ea rs will be important in the 
location of the center of population. 
Howev er, it 
is said, that the in­ 
creases shown in California and in 
the northern states will tend to send 
the center of population almost on 
a direct line west, or possible to the 
northwest in which case it would be 
located in Morg an county. 
If it 
should 
g o due west it 
would 
be 


situated in Moore county, or ev en 
Brown county. 
No official report has been made re­ 
g arding tlie location of the center of 
the population, althoug h census di- 
ector Durand has stated that in his 
o p inio n 
it will not be mov ed ov er 
twenty-liv e miles in any direction. He 
did not say which direct 
ion he thoug ht 
it would g o. 
A dispatch from Washing ton which 
would indicate that 
the center of 
population will come in the direction 
of Jackson county says: 
Census fig ures so far tend to show 
that the center of population will be 
nearer the south than in 19 00, unless 
the g reat g ains in population shown 
by New York should offset the slower 
g rowth of the middle west stiites 
north of the Ohio riv er and as far 
west ¡is the Missouri. 
The “ farthest south' for the center 
of |>opulation was in 18 20, when it 
stood at ¡i point sixteen miles north 
of Woodstock, Ya. 
The total popu­ 
lation of the country at that ime was 
4,500,000. 
It is interesting to note that since 
the first census, in 17 9 0, the center of 
population has mov ed from a point 
twenty-three 
miles 
east 
of 
Balti­ 
more to ¡i point about fiv e miles south­ 
east of Columbus, Ind., a distance of 
7)97) miles. 
Except for tin* sheer drop south­ 
ward in 18 20, this mov ement of the 
center of population 
h a s been stead­ 
ily westward practically on a straig ht 
line ¡ind slig htly toward the south­ 
west. I he 
course 
almost taking it 
across tin* Ohio riv er ¡it Cincinnati 
in 18 8 0. 
The heav y g rowth of the south­ 
west is this year serv ing to check the 
mov ement of the center of population 
due west. 
The g ains in population 
of Oklahoma and Texas, especially 
the latter, hav e been enormous, and 
to some deg ree unexpected. 
These g ains are in striking con­ 


trast with the slower g rowth of the 
central and upper Mississippi v alley 
states. 
The rate of increase Im* al­ 
so been rather small in the Ohio v al­ 
ley states. 
The wheat fanners in the central 
v alleys were attracted by the in­ 
ducements held out by western Cana­ 
da, while the stock raisers and others 
soug ht new homes in Texas and Ok­ 
lahoma. 
This mov ement is believ ed now to 
hav e practically stopped. In fact, a 
return mov ement from Canada has 
been noticed for almost a year. There 
has been no appreciable return, how­ 
ev er, from the southwest.

of the Mother Church of Christ, Sci­ 
en tist, implied in heritors of the power 
that lay in the han d s of Mary Baker 
G. Ed d y, hav e faced sin ce her d eath 
an d face tod ay* a situation of much 
grav ity. 
This because she herself, re­ 
lian t, so it would seem, upon im m or­ 
tality, had so boun d the v ery essen ce 
of the laws gov ern in g the church t j 
her own person ality that with Mrs. 
Ed d y gon e those behin d her are pow 
erless to rev ise the presen t laws or 
m ake n ew on es. 
Not on ly is a m ajor portion of this 
con stituen t law of the mother church, 
which is cod ified in the “Man ual of the 
M other Church,” ren d ered n ull an d 
impossible ot further application by i 
Mrs. Ed d y’s d eath, but ev en on e of the 
d eed s con v eyin g lan d upon which the 
magn ificen t First church stan d s he- | 
comes v oid the min ute that the board 
of d irectors rev ises this man ual with- 
j 
out 
written con sen t of Mrs. Ed d y. 
Archibald McLellan . the chairm an of 
the d irectorate, was asked if he kn ew 
of the ex isten ce of an y written abn e­ 
gation of power by Mrs. Ed d y or of the 
tran sfer by her to the d irectors or to 
an y other person of the power which 
she held which would m ake the law of 
the church self-operativ e.

kn ow of n o such in strum en t," 
said Mr. McLellan , an d when he was 
furth er pressed regard in g the situa­ 
tion in which the church fin d s itself, 
he said :
